36 arrested 
in dawn raids 


A CRACKDOWN on suspected gang 
members saw the police make 36 arrests 
across the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

Officers in Greenwich conducted 26 
warrants in three days in February, 
recovered a gun with ammunitions plus 
large quantities of Cannabis, class A 
drugs, stolen goods and £11,000 in cash 
was confiscated. 

As part of the same operation, officers 
conducted more than 170 stop and 
searches outside Belmarsh and HMYOI 
Isis prisons where they made arrests for 
possession of weapons, handling stolen 
goods and breach of bail. 

Detectives from the borough have also 
been working with Thames Valley Police 
and arrested six men for drug offences in 
High Wycombe. 

The operation is part of the work 
conducted by the Greenwich-based 
Violent and Organised Crime Unit. 

It’s funded by the Royal Borough of 
Greenwich, and is a dedicated unit set up 
specifically to tackle and disrupt serious 


organised crime. Since its creation 
the work of the VOCU has resulted in 
the convictions of 139 criminal gang 
members. 

A thousand officers are now dedicated 
to tackling gang crime in London after 
the creation of a new Trident unit which 
is working closely with local forces to 
pool intelligence and bring more gang 
members to justice. 

Richard Wood, Greenwich Borough 
Commander said: “Police and the 
Royal Borough of Greenwich have been 
focusing on gangs since the formation 
of the Violent and Organised Crime Unit 
(VOCU) in 2008. 

“The Trident Gang Crime Command will 
provide us with further resources and 
an even stronger emphasis on tackling 
gangs in Greenwich. 

The vast majority of young people are 
not involved in any gangs but for those 
who are, I will ensure that my officers 
continue to pursue them and bring to 
them justice.”

Sprinter is fully focussed 
winning Team GB place 


IT’S typical of Jeffrey Lawal-Balogun 
that as he focuses on winning a place 
in Team GB for the 2012 Olympics 
he saved a line for others who might 
one day follow his path. 

He told GT: “I would just like to say 
to people who are doing sports or any 
form of activity in Greenwich to remain 
positive and believe in yourself.” 

The 25-year-old sprinter’s attitude 
is born of a late and unconventional 
introduction to athletics, someone 
spotting him running for a bus and saying 
he should join a club. 

Jeffrey, who lives in Mottingham, was 
already 19 and when he turned up for 
training at Kent AC he’d never even 
stretched properly before and ran his trial 
run in trainers. 

Three years later he was the 12th 
fastest British 200 metre runner of all 
time after clocking 20.38s at a meeting in 
Switzerland. 

Now all his concentration is on how 
he performs in May - a month before the 
Olympic team is picked. 

“It’s all going well now after my injury 
last year and the operation I needed on 
my ankle,” said Jeffrey, who is supported 
by Greenwich Starting Blocks, a local 
charity helping elite young athletes 
achieve their sporting ambitions. “I’m 
doing some short work indoors at Lea 
Valley to specify my training towards the 
200 metres. 

“I’m very confident but there’s lots of 
competition for my place. Lots of athletes 
have improved and others have stayed 
up at the top so it’s very competitive

this year. I’ve just got to keep 
focused and basically keep on 
going. 

“I’ve recovered from the 
injury but now it’s all about 
regaining my form. I’m still 
very confident in myself. 

When I step on to that 
track I just have to get my 
confidence back. Mentally 
I’m there, I just have to get 
my body in the same place 
as my mind. 

“I definitely think I’ll 
make it. I’ve still got that 
confidence in myself. 

“I’m training five to six 
days a week. You can’t train every day 
because your body needs to rest. I’m 
doing a lot weight training but it’s also 
important to feel light. 

“I’m still with the same coach, Clarence 
Callender, and he’s very confident. As 
long as we both have faith it’ll be fine.” 

One thing to come to terms with is the 
sheer excitement of it all, especially 
where his friends and family are 
concerned. Jeffrey said: “I try not to think 
too far ahead. I just try to concentrate 
on the moment because you can get 
overwhelmed by events. 

“My family is quite excited about it - 1 
have to tell them to calm down a bit! 

“I’ve got a lot of people around me 
who are great supporters, but my top 
supporter is my girlfriend. She keeps me 
calm.” 


Jail for 2011 
riots looter 

A WOOLWICH man has been jailed for 
his part in the August disorder. 

Douglas Cordaroy, 26, of Artillery Place 
was sentenced to 20 months in prison 
for burgling Simon Marks jewellery shop 
in Eltham. 

He pleaded guilty at Inner London 
Crown Court on February 15. 

He had been charged in October 2011, 
after being forensically linked to the 
scene of the burglary. 

Detective Sergeant Mark Gilchrist, 
from Operation Withern’s south-east 
London team said: “We are still working 
hard to catch criminals who took part 
in the disorder in August. Some shops 
in Passey Place in Eltham were hit by 
a wave of criminals looking to steal as 
much as they could. I am really pleased 
with the sentence handed by the court.”

THE future of library services in the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich has been secured 
after the decision by councillors to award 
the library and information service 
management contract to Greenwich Leisure 
Limited (GLL). 

GLL is a not-for-profit social enterprise 
with roots in the royal borough, and already 
operates local leisure centres on behalf of 
Royal Greenwich. The new contract will run 
until December 31 2027, with a review in 
2015 to assess its success. 

The decision was reached last week and 
will see a number of improvements for 
library users. All libraries in Greenwich 


will be kept open and terms and conditions 
of staff will be protected as they transfer 
over. The move is also planned to increase 
opening hours, wi-fi access across the 
libraries and provide more activities for 
children. 

The new contract will ensure that library 
service users are represented on a new 
Library Board, which GLL has pledged to 
establish. 

This will be achieved through investment 
in reading and writing activities, the 
availability of a range of IT courses, seminars 
for jobseekers, and promoting access to 
books and films. A new ‘Libraries for Health 


Programme’ will help libraries play a part in 
improving the health of its users. 

Leader of the Royal Borough of Greenwich, 
councillor Chris Roberts said: "This decision 
builds upon Royal Greenwich’s proven track 
record in maintaining and improving its 
library service. A new expanded library has 
recently opened in Woolwich, containing a 
new range of books, additional study areas 
and 100 new computers. 

"The new contract will continue to improve 
a valued library service and play a crucial 
role in helping the borough to deliver on its 
priorities. We are committed to keeping all 
libraries open.”

School holds week-long road safety campaign 


Restauranteur 
in court for 
hygiene breach 

A RESTAURANT owner has received 200 
hours’ community service for a string of 
food hygiene offences. 

Mrs Tevhide Abdurahman, who owns the 
San Miguel restaurant in Greenwich town 
centre, was successfully prosecuted by 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich. 

She pleaded guilty to eight offences 
under food hygiene regulations at 
Woolwich Crown Court where she was 
ordered to serve 200 hours community 
service and to pay £1 5,000 costs. 

During the case earlier this month, the 
court heard that an environmental health 
officer had visited the restaurant at 18 
Greenwich Church Street for a routine 
inspection in April 201 0. Amongst 
other things, the officer found live 
cockroaches in the main kitchen and 
dead cockroaches in the basement. The 
restaurant was advised to contact a pest 
control company and thoroughly clean 
up. 

But a visit the following week found 
nothing had been done and conditions 
had worsened. Mouse droppings were 
found amongst pots and on a meat sheer, 
whilst live cockroaches were again 
found in the kitchen. The restaurant was 
immediately closed. 

Mrs Abdurahman was served with a 
Notice requiring improvements but, by 
the time of a revisit in June 2010, had 
failed to do so. 

Further food hygiene contraventions 
were found during an inspection in 
October 2010, including out of date food 
being stored alongside raw meat. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich cabinet member for 
community safety and environment said: 
“This restaurant owner has failed in her 
duties to clean up her act despite the 
warnings and advice we have given and 
this has been reflected in the severity of 
the court sentence. 

“There is no excuse as our environmental 
health teams are always willing to offer 
free advice to businesses about their 
responsibilities. Owners are welcome to 
call 020 8921 8177 for more information 
and advice.”

A HOP, skip and a cycle to school 
is being promoted at Mulgrave 
Primary School with a campaign 
to encourage a greener way to 
travel. 

For the second year running the 
school had a week-long campaign 
to get as many pupils as possible 
to walk or cycle to school. It was 
re-launched because of traffic 
congestion in local roads and 
illegal parking by motorists with 
the aim of enabling a better flow 
of traffic. 

The week began with a visit 
from local police community 
safety officer Maria Parker and 
a royal borough travel plan 
coordinator, who gave a talk 
about the dangers of parking on 
the zig zag lines and pavements 
at the front of the school. 

Project manager Christel Warn, 
told GT: “We have been surveying 
the travel patterns of families 
at the school and we’d like to 
encourage more families to walk 
or cycle if they can, especially as 


some of them live so close to the 
school. With the involvement and 
backing of local councillors and 
community officers we can show 
how important this cause is.” 

She added: “Pupils who have 
participated in this scheme are 
rewarded. The cyclists receive 
free milkshakes for their efforts 
and at the end of the week we will 
be handing out prizes in assembly 
by drawing names out of a hat for 
others who have taken part.” 

Parents were behind the scheme 
after filling out a survey with 
their feedback. 

Fifty-seven out of 60 parents 
said the idea was very good or 
excellent. 

Sharon Mackie, one of the 
parents, told GT: “It’s very helpful 
to the children. It’s a sensible 
idea for building independence 
and safety skills in them.” 

The campaign is intended to 
make parents who do drive their 
kids to school to park further 
down the road or to give up the 
car and walk or cycle to school to 
avoid the road congestion.

TWO men have been jailed for defrauding 
the Royal Borough of Greenwich out 
of more than £31,000 by using a fake 
invoice. 

Henshaw Enotiemwonmwan was working 
for the royal borough as an agency- 
supplied finance officer in November 
2009 when he accessed the council’s 
computer and set up an account. He then 
made a payment of £31,797.50 on a false 
invoice from a company called HHB for 
goods supplied to the council. 

Okonyia was linked to a mobile phone 
belonging to Enotiemwonmwan’s wife. 
Both men were found guilty of theft at 
Woolwich Crown Court on February 3. 
Enotiemwonmwan was jailed for a year 
and £15,000 cash found on him was 
confiscated. Okonyia was jailed for 18 
months.

SMOKERS who want to stub 
out a cigarette for the last 
time are getting help at a 
series of free Stop Smoking 
roadshows. 

The support programme 
runs until March 10 and is 
supported by NHS Greenwich, 
Charlton Athletic FC and 
Greenwich Healthy Living 
Service, who are offering 
support, guidance and 
services for people who want 
to give up smoking. 

Smokers are given a one- 
to-one consultation with an 
advisor to look at what method 
of quitting will suit their 
needs. Tess Pereira, a stop 
smoking advisor said: “People 
can come to us for a free lung 
test where we assess the age 
of their lungs in capacity to 
their smoking habit.” 

She added: “We then provide 
support through weekly 
consultations, a visit to the 
pharmacist for any products 
they might need and the 
chance to go to support groups. 
They are also given a free pack 
that includes a stress ball and 
advice pamphlets with all the 
useful contact information.” 

Dr Hilary Guite, director 
of Public Health Greenwich, 
said: “In Greenwich we sadly 
have a very high rate of 
lung cancer. Around 17,000 
people have attended these 
events, and as a result of 


the campaign Greenwich is 
now the fifth most successful 
London borough to achieve 
a dropping rate in smokers. 
Around 5 per cent of people 
that signed up to the scheme 
stopped smoking completely”. 

Cllr Peter Kotz, cabinet 
member for health, adults 
and older people, said: “These 
roadshows offer fantastic 
support to smokers and are 
tailored to meet their individual 
needs. Those that sign up are 
four times more likely to quit 
with NHS support.” 

Seventy-two-year-old Ted 
Carter, from Eltham, said: “I’ve 
not smoked for two years now 


and it’s the best thing I’ve ever 
done. I smoked over 20 a day 
for over 50 years and decided 
to pack it up because I was fed 
up of constantly coughing and 
breathing heavily. I can now 
breathe better, walk better and 
everything smells sweeter!” 

Voluntary worker Angela 
Morgan, 35, also from Eltham, 
added: “I’ve not smoked for 
about a year now. I thought 
I’d join my mum and brother 
in quitting. Since stopping 
I’ve noticed I’m able to run 
for buses without being out 
of breath. And my skin feels 
better and healthier.”

to be able to work and survive among so 
many great young players. 

“I started when I was then asked to play at 
a club in Bradford who would pay my train 
fare. I hitchhiked up the A5 - there was no 
Ml then - and the train fare was my first 
payment. 

“When Bert Jansch arrived on the scene 
he knocked us all sideways. He was just so 
incredibly original.” 

Sadly, Jansch died aged 67 in October and 
Wizz will play one or two of his classics at 
The Set, most probably ‘Fresh As A Sweet 
Sunday Morning’ and the Jackson Frank 
number, ‘Blues Run the Game’. 

“What was also great about Bert was his 
generosity,” said Wizz. “He was behind the 
Folk Routes programme on the BBC, Billy 
Connolly did the narration for free and Bert 
got us all involved. It’s all there on YouTube 
but they really should make a DVD out of it. 

“I think I’ve also been obstinate and 
wouldn’t do what I didn’t want to do. You 
have to have the right personality to make 
it big but and I had this romantic idea I 
could make a living from music and for 50 
years I have. I wouldn’t change a thing and 
ironically I’m getting far more recognition 
now than I’ve ever had.” 

Luke, from Canterbury, won’t be 18 until 
June. He told Scene: “I started on guitar 
at 12 or 13 because my dad played, then 
when I was in Year 6 I sang and played at 
the leavers’ assembly. I’m really looking 


forward to playing in the theatre. It sounds 
like a great venue. 

“I grew up mainly listening to Richard 
Thompson through my dad, who was a big 
fan, and now I’m into Show of Hands and 
Martyn Joseph, having worked with both of 
them. Ray LaMontagne is also well worth 
checking out. 

“I’m in my last year at Canterbury 
College doing a national diploma 
in performance music. That ends 
in June and by then I’m hoping 
to be on Martyn Joseph’s label 
and touring with him, maybe to 
America and Canada and getting 
a proper album out. 

“I just found out I could hold a 
note and play a tune and it 
made sense to try and play 
it in front of people. I 
did it for years at a little 
pub called Oranges 
in Ashford. Now it’s 
wonderful to think that 
I can capture people’s 
attention.”

Helena ’s 
new sound 
of music 

FEW actors get the chance to sing on 
prime-time television at the height of their 
career, let alone when starting out. But 
that’s exactly what happened when Helena 
Blackman appeared on the BBC’s How Do You 
Solve a Problem Like Maria? 

Helena was runner-up in the search for the 
Sound of Music lead, and the exposure gave 
her the chance to bag some big roles. And 
next month she comes to Greenwich Theatre 
with her own show, Journey To The Past. 

Scene grabbed Helena for a chat about 
the show which is a nostalgic look back at 
animated classics featuring the songs that 
sound-tracked them. 

“Where your childhood starts and stops is 
only physical,” she said. “Animated musical 
movies have been around for over 80 years - 
Disney’s Snow White was a massive success 
in 1937 and still plays a part in modern day 
childhoods. Little girls are still dressing up as 
Snow White. 

“When it comes to the music from these 
films, we remember where we were at that 
point in our lives, when we first heard the 
songs or the excitement of the fairy tale 
stories we all grew up with and have stood 
the test of time.” 

The singer admits that she would still love 
to play Maria in the Sound of Music if the role 
came up. 

“I love the show and I wouldn’t say no if the 
part was offered, but I’m not the most suitable 
casting and roles are harder to embody when 
you’re not quite right," she said. 

But TV talent shows are not always the best 
way to start a career, Helena says. 

“I didn’t feel drama school particularly 
prepared me for the entertainment industry, 
it took my skills as a performer to the next 
level but that doesn’t mean you can cope 
on a stage. It just gives you the experience. 
The pathway into theatre is so unique and 
selective that I think these shows should be 
a way of launching the careers of trained 
performers before the untrained.” 

And the path to stardom is no easy option, 
she says. 

“The process of training an actor can be so 
emotionally and physically demanding and 
I think to get through it shows dedication 
and commitment. So in my eyes trained 
performers are the most deserving of 
success.”

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MAJOR new plans designed to boost 
the economy of the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich have been published. 

New ‘masterplans’ for four areas have 
been drawn up to guide future planning 
and create a long-term vision for the new 
royal borough. 

The draft proposals cover the key areas 
of Charlton Riverside, Eltham town 
centre, Greenwich Peninsula West and 
Woolwich town centre. 

It’s hoped they will improve planning 
across the royal borough so that there is a 
greater balance of facilities and services 
to attract businesses to each locality.

• Revitalising Eltham town centre to 
provide a wider range of high quality 
shops, restaurants and cafes as well as 
encouraging tourist to places like Eltham 
Palace to visit the town centre 

• Developing the west side of Greenwich 
Peninsula as a riverside location which 
offers spectacular views over Canary 
Wharf, that will link historic Greenwich 
with Greenwich Peninsula 

• Developing Woolwich town centre to 


enhance its retail, cultural, leisure and 
community facilities as well as creating 
new homes and promoting the night- 
time economy. 

Residents across the royal borough 
are being asked to give their views on 
each of the four masterplans at a series 
of exhibitions which started last week 
as part of a boroughwide consultation 
ending on March 9. 

The exhibitions include presentations 
by consultants who drew up the plans 
and visitors can also speak to planning 
officers.

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Young players 
tune in to 
music grants 

TALENTED young musicians hit 
the highnote when they received 
scholarship grants to pay for their 
music lessons. 

Four Greenwich youngsters were 
among 100 who received a share of 
£400,000 to pay for four hours of tuition 
a week. 

The money comes from the London 
Mayor’s Fund for Young Musicians 
(MFYM), announced to support 
thousands of talented young musicians 
from across London. 

The scholarships have been awarded 
to children aged 7-11 who show 
outstanding potential and commitment 
to learning an instrument but whose 
families struggle to pay for lessons.
